president, Mr. Dickinson, died last year 
under peculiar circumstances, 


Tho Institution was 
organized in 


1907 am! after the retirement of Lcslia 
M. Shaw fiom the oflicc of the secre- 
tary of the treasury he became its 
president. The name of Carnegie as 
applied .to this institution attracted to 
it a great deal of attention, but tho 
adoption'of this name «as without Mr. 
Carnegie's authority or approval. It is 
understood he was not a stockholder 
and not immediately Identified with it. 
Mr. thaw's connection with the bank 
ceased after a few mOAtlis because of 
differences with lha_ other officers or 
the Institution. 
The Carnegie bank occupies hand-

Then 
add one quart of New Orleans mo- 
lasses, one tablespoonful of butter and 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar and boll 
until the mixture will harden in ice 
water.

Corns and Bunions 


TT is a strange ind much to be de 


plored fact that but few women pay 


sufficient attention to the care of their 
feet. 
Many who are most particular 


about the :proper manicuring of their 
finger .nailSj fail to .realize that pedl 
cure is of as great importance in their 
dally toilet as manicure and that the 
irritation and discomfort caused bv. 
corns, bunions and Ingrowing toenalls 
are detrimental both to their health 
and general nervous system. To treat 
a hard corn successfully a sharp knife 
should be used to-pare away all .the 
hard-. skin, . commencing at the outer 
edge and working toward, tho center 
No rough edges .should be. left. 
To 


prevent this an emery -board may bo 
;ent'y passed: over > the.\ surface, but 
;reat care must be taken -while using 
the knife that it does.not cut the skin 
nnd draw blood.. When the surface Is 
perfectly smooth rub a little vaseline 
upon it and cover with a pad of 
chamois leather cut In a round with a 
Iny hole In the center to fit the corn, 
Continue this treatment .every other 
day until cured. . To remove a soft 


m soak the feet In warm water and 


after drying thoroughly rub a mixture 
jf equal-parts of oxide of zinc-and 
asellne upon the corn then place a 
>ad of cotton wool between the toes. 
This should be done for two-or three 
aye. The portions, of hardened cuticle 
vhich cannot be cut away: may'be re- 
noved with a pair of tweezers. 
After 


emoying the corn,paint with a mixture 
f belladonna and Iodine in equal parts 
about one dram each will be .suffi- 
lent) 
If .the corn be inflamed It is best to 
pply a soothing poultice before com-1 


mencing treatment. When the poultice 
has been removed and the skin dried 
take..-,-), wet-pad of-cotton wool and 
thoroughly

away the callous skin and apply the 
same mixture of oxide of zinc and

the city. In defense the city authorities claimed that the supplying (he 
citizens with water was a governmental function and that in consequence the 
city, is not liable. But if a city goes into the business of supplying water, 
running railroads or manufacturing electricity for lighting purposes it must 
expect to hear the consequence same as others in the same business and 
with whom the city may be in competition. 


MORE SUNSHINE AND 
FEWER 
ICEBERGS 


Cardinal Gibbons recently spoke of how much happier the world would 


be if there were not so many human icebergs. He referred to the people 


who. go about in a morose or uncheerful mood, hardly uttering a pleasant 


word to those around them, He pleaded for the diffusion of more human 


sunshine than is usually dispensed.

' WO.MINGTONV N. C., Jan. i . — 
Twenty-five' hundred people, including 
many inen prominent in state and na- 
tion, tenderedr yesterday a public cele- 
bration of the completion of the firs 
link of the proposed inland waterways 
from Maine to Florida, on the banks o£ 
th« waterway near Beaufort, N, C. 


The celebration was preceded by a 


parade of naval and government boats 
headed by the revenue cutter- Pimlico 
while probably.'one hundred gasolin.- 
launches brought-up the rear. 


Senator Simmons 'of North. Carolina 


was master of ceremonies and spok 
briefly, welcoming 
the 
visitors- and 


paying tribute to Captain Earle I 
Brown, corps of U. S. engineers In 
charge ot the work, who declared tho 
waterway, officially open. 


The canal has been under construc- 


tion since 1907 and was completed last 
December. It shortens tho distance 
from 
Oriental, Ncwbern and other 


points to Beaufort and southern ports 
about 90 miles and gives double th-^ 
depth of'water. :The canal is 90 to 250 
feet wide arid 10 feet deep at mean low 
water, while at high tide It will give 
about 12 feet. The length is 20 miles, 
five of. which were cut through dry 
land, the remainder by dredging and 
straightening Adams and Cares creeks.

gives an Inside route to 
coastwise vessels, enabling them 
to

CANDY FOR THE 


LITTLE FOLK 


J^ SMALL amount of pure, wholesome 


candy Is good for the little folk, 


and when made at homo from tested 
recipes such as the following the sweet 
Is not Injurious: 


Popcorn Candy.—Make a common 


molasses candy. Grind nicely popped 
corn in a coffee mill or meat-chopper, 
and when the candy Is ready to be 
taken from the fire stir in as inuch of 
the ground corn as the sirup will hold. 
Pour Into a buttered tin and when 
slightly, cool mark off in squares. 


Pulled 
Candy.—Take a pound of 


granulated sugar and about a cup and 
a third of boiling water. 
Boll until 


quite thick and test in ice water. Then 
add one quart of New Orleans - mo- 
lasses, one tablespoonful of butter and 
two tablespoorifuls of vinegar and boil 
until the mixture will harden In Ice 
water. Stir in a small half teaspoon- 
ful-of soda and then pour Into butter- 
ed tins to cool. When It can be han- 
dled grease the hands with butter or 
moisten them with ice water and pull 
tho candy into long white strips. ' Cut 
some,In linger lengths. Braid it or'cUt 
in Inch lengths and twist up In colored 
oiled papers 


Applen on a Stick.—These give all day 


pleasure to any candy loving child. 
Choose small tart apples that will not 
cook-soft quickly. .Stick a wooden 
skewer ;or?slender stick In each and 
coat them In the following 
sirup: 


Boil two pounds of brown sugar with 
Just-enough water-to-dissolve iintll-lt 
is stringy. Dip in the apples; and turn 
about until they are well coated. Cool 
them by resting the stick close to t'.ie 
apples, on the."edge of the pan,.or If 
you have a cake cooler place It over a 
deep pan-and put-the sticks through 
the 'wires and let the apples cool. 


Tac-tac.—Put one-cupful of granu- 


lated sugar in a boiler with one table- 
spoonful of butter and three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Boil until it al 
most candies; then add three cupfuls 
of nicely popped corn and stir rapidly 
until the corn Is well coated with the 
sirup. Remove from the fire.and cool 
a bit, stirring until :each grain Is coat- 
ed. While hot roll it in balls or form 
into little pyramids or pat into round 
cakes.

Treatment of 
Corns and Bunions 


TT is a strange and much to be de 


plored fact that but few women pa,j 


sufficient attention to the cafe of their 
feet. 
Many who are most particular 


about the proper manicuring of: their 
finger nails fail to: realize that pedi 
cure is of as great importance in their 
daily toilet as manicure and that the 
Irritation and discomfort caused by 
corns, bunions and Ingrowing toenalls 
are detrimental both to their health 
and general nervouii svstem. To treal 
a hard corn" successfully a sharp knife 
should be used to pare away all the 
lard skin, commencing at the outer 
edge' and working, toward the center 


rough edges should bo. left.: To 


prevent this an emery board may be 
gently passed over the surface, but 
great care must be taken while using 
he knife that it does,not cut the skin 
and draw blood. When the surface Is 
)erfectly smooth nib a little vaseline 
upon It and cover with a pad of 
chamois leather cut In a round with a 
Iny hole in the center to fit the corn. 
Continue this treatment every other 
lay until cured. 
To remove a. soft 


orn soak the feet in warm water and 
after drying thoroughly:rub a mixture 
if- equal parts'of oxide of zinc and 
-aseline upon the corn, then place a 
iad of cotton wool between the toes. 
This should be done for two or three 
ays. The portions of'hardened cuticle 
'hich cannot bo cut away may be re- 
loved with a pair of tweezers. After 
emovlng tho corn paint with a mixture 
f belladonna and iodine In equal parts 
about one dram each.will bo sum- 
lent). 
If the corn be inflamed It Is best to 
pply a soothing poultice before com- 


mencing treatment.. When the poultlco 
has been removed and. Hie skin dried 
tike a wet pod of cotton wool and 
thoroughly cleanse • tho bunion; pare 
away the ciUlous' skin and apply tho 
same . mixture of: oxide of zinc and 
vaseline which was recommended for 
the "soft corn. For an ingrowing toe- 
nail saturate a piece of cotton wool 
with a mixture or one-third of car- 
bolic acid and tworthirds of glycerin 
and work In tho'cotton'.wool gently un- 
der the nail, using an orange stick. 
This co.tton wool should be changed 
night and morning .until the cure ig 
complete.
